Alfonso, Count of Cova- 

donga, Bleeds to Death, 
Victim of Hereditary Dis- 
ease, After 3 A. M. Ac- 
cident at Miami, Fla.

Covadonga, the former Prince of 
the Asturias, had made his home in 
a Miami hotel since last fall, when 
he and Marta Rocafort, his second 
Cuban commoner wife, separated a 
few weeks after their marriage.

HE GAVE UP RANK 


Alfonso de Bourbon y Battenberg 
suffered throughout his life from 
the Battenberg malady, hemophilia. 
The disease circumscribed his every 
activity. Occurring only in the men 
of the Battenberg hne—the line of 
his mother, ex-Queen Victoria—it 
is transmitted by the wonien ‘of the 
family to their sons through gen- 
eration after generation. The women 
themselves are free from it. 

Other ailments, some of which 
persisted because his hereditary 
malady prevented proper treatment 
for them, made the tall, slender, 
blond ex-Crown Prince frail and a 
cripple. A mal t tumor in one 
leg, which could not be relieved by 
surgery because the cut of a knife 
probably would be fatal, was the 
cause of an especially serious illness 
at Havana in Fébruary, 1936. Twen- 
ty blood transfusions saved him 
that time. 

Wooing of Cuban Commoner. 

It was in a Swiss sanitarium in 
1932 that he met and wooed the 
beautiful Edelmira Sampedro-Ocejo 
y Robato, daughter of a wealthy 
Havana merchant. Both were there 
for treatment and this fact, coupled 
with her status as a commoner, ac- 
cented the opposition of ex-King 
Alfonso to the match. Despite this 
refusal of consent, the bans were 
posted in June, 1933, at Lausanne, 
Switzerland and the marriage fol- 
lowed on the twenty-third of the

CORRIGAN FED UP ON CHICKEN 
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NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 6. 
—Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler, in his 
proclamation today to the tenth 
annual Nazi Congress, made no 
mention of Czecvhoslovakia and 
gave no inkling of Germany’s in- 
tentions in Central Europe, 

His 5000-word proclamation dealt 

almost entirely with the internal 
condition of Germany, which the 
Fuehrer assured his followers was 
economically so healthy that the 
nation will be without worries for 
food for years to come.” 
District Leader Adolf Wagner 
read the proclamation in Congress 
Hall after the formal opening of 
the congress. 

Hitler repudiated any intention 
of forming a pact with foreign 
Powers. 

J have never had nor have this 
intention,” the proclamation said. 
The statement was cheered thun- 
derously. 

Instead, he declared, he was of- 
fering the people a greater Ger- 
many —referring to the absorption

The second question: “How would 
the Czechs, who have been aroused 
to nationalistic forvor by the pa- 
triotic press, receive the news of 
a. Government retreat under Gere 
man pressure?” 

There appeared the possibility 
that the Government had sought 
to avoid danger from abroad by 
risking an internal danger. 
British-French 
In quarters close to the Govern- 
ment it was contended that Czecho- 
slovakia had sacrificed much at 
the insistence of her friends and 
allies, 
It was known that both England 
and France, earnestly striving to 
avoid war, had urged Praha to 
make all possible concessions. 
But, while the Sudeten Germans 
were elated and the Czechs were 
worried, neither had a substantial 
basis for judging how the situation 
was altered by the Cabinet meet- 
ing last night. 
The Government had not dis- 
closed details of its plans, and the 
Sudeten German party had not in- 
dicated whether it would take less 
than its original demands, which 
included primarily the recognition 
of the Sudetens’ right to profess 
the Nazi ideology. 
After the session in the Hrad- 
chany palace residence of President 
Eduard Benes, the Ministers issued 
this communique: 8 
“In a meeting tonight * 
attended by the President at the 
republic, the Government united 
upon definite suggestions which in 
the next day or two will be pre- 
sented to representatives of the 
Sudeten party.”

Chamber Committee Called. 

The Chamber of Deputies’ sub- 
committee on army affairs was 
called to meet tomorrow in an ur- 
gent session to be devoted to the 
. question of production of war ma- 
terial. 

Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet 
and Premier Edouard Daladier 
were in constant contact. The For- 
eign Minister kept in touch with the 
allies of France, conferring with 
Ambassador Sir Eric Phipps of 
Great Britain and the Ministers of 
the Balkan and Little Entente na- 
tions (Czechoslovakia, Rumania, 
Yugoslavia, Turkey, Greece and 
Bulgaria). 

A few hours after the reserves 
were ordered to the colors, dis- 
patches reached Paris saying the 
Czechoslovak Cabinet had reached 
a decision to offer new concessions 
beyond which it would not go. 
Usually well-informed sources here 
indicated these unannounced con- 
cessions were made under pressure 
from Great Britain. 

France was said, also, to have 
agreed to the pressure in a de 
termined effort to reach a peaceful 
settlement of the Czecho-German 
dispute over minority rights. 

In return, these sources said, Brit- 
ain promised Praha would not be 
asked to compromise any farther. 

Not a Mobilization. 

French spokesmen emphasized 
that the calling up of the reserves 
was in no way mobilization—not 
even unofficial mobilization such as 
that by which the French estimate 
Germany has 2,000,000 men under 
arms, ö 

Ha vas, French news agency, said 
in a semiofficial communique that 
the reserves had been called: to 
strengthen fortifications facing the 
German frontier against “eventual- 
ities” which might develop as a re- 
sult of Chancellor Hitler’s pro- 
nouncements at Nurnberg.

BRITISH HOME: FLEET 
~ BEQNS FALL CRUSE 


50 Ships Sail for War Games 
in North Sea—Both Ends 
of Channel Guarded. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 6.—Fifty war- 
ships of Britain's Home Fleet 
‘steamed out of Portsmouth and 
other home bases today for a 
cruise’ of 10 weeks in the North 
Sea, fully provisioned and armed 
for active service at any moment. 
The 33,500-ton battleship Nelson, 
flagship of Admiral Sir Charles M. 


Forbes, fleet commander-in-chief, 
led the procession northward. 

Until Nov. 17 the fleet will oper- 
ate from its old World War bases, 
Invergordon, Rosyth and Scapa 
Flow—the last famous for the sink- 
ing there of Germanys wartime 
fleet. (The rebuilt German navy 
began routine“ maneuvers in 
another part of the North Sea Aug. 
26.) 

Trial of Radio-Controlled Planes. 

For the first time the fleet had 
with it the aircraft carrier Argus 
carrying radio-controlled “Queen 
Bee” planes, targets for actual anti- 
aircraft fire. Informed sourcés said 
anti-aircraft practice would form 
the principal problem of these ma- 
neuvers. Other problems will em- 
brace exercises in fleet gunnery 
and torpedo-firing. 

The Admiralty discounted the 
possibility of a clash between the 
British and German fleets. 

“All we know is that our naval 
attache in Berlin was told that Ger- 
man maneuvers would be held in 
September,” an Admifalty official 
said, but other informed sources 
said there would be no “no-man’s- 
land” in the North Sea between the 
fleets, indicating there was no cer- 
tainty that the war games might 
not overlap. 5

Roosevelt’s View of Difference 
Between a “Liberal” and 
a Conservative 


For a dozen years or more prior 
to 1933, the Federal Government 
had not moved forward at all. 
Life was out of balance and gov- 


ernment had failed completely to 
recognize that important social 
needs called for action. . 

In a nation-wide effort to catc 
up with lost time; to bring a dis- 
tant past up to the present, a 
whole series of new undertakings 
had to be launched in 1933. But 
remember well that these under- 
takings were on a complete front 
that included American citizens 
in every 2ccupation and in every 
part of the country. 

During this process there were 
of course many people both in 
private and in public life who 
did not like to do the things that 
had to be done. They admitted 
the existence of certain abuses. 
But in their hearts they wish- 
fully believed that improvement 
should come from individual in- 
itiative or local initiative without 
the help of government. If im- 
provement could not come with- 
out government action, then they 
wanted no improvement at all. 

People who feel and think like 
that I call “conservatives,” and 
even “reactionaries.” And peo- 
ple who feel that the past should 
be brought up to the present by 
using every legitimate instru- 
ment to do the job, government 
included, I call “liberals,” or “pro- 
gressives.” 

Any man—any political party 
—has a right to be honestly one 
or the other. But the nation can- 
not stand for the confusion of 
having him pretend to be one and 
act like the other. 

A few days ago a brilliant 
newspaper writer asked me to il- 
lustrate the difference between a 
liberal and a conservative. I 
‘will condense for you what I 
told her. 

For example, I said, “Mr. A”

is a composite conservative. He 
admitted that in 1983 interest

bonds; he admitted that the hours 
of work in his factory were too 
long; he admitted that old people, 
who became destitute through no 
fault of their own, were a prob- 
lem; he admitted that national 
and international economic condi- 
tions and speculation made farm- 
ing and fishing extremely haz- 
ardous occupations; and he even 
admitted that the buying power 
of farmers and fishermen had not 
kept pace with the buying power 
of many other kinds of workers. 

But conservative “mr. A not 
only declined to take any lead in 
solving these problems in co-op- 
eration with his Government, he 
even found fault with and op- 
posed, openly or secretly, almost 
every suggestion that was put 
forward by those who belonged 
to the liberal school of thought. 

“Mr. B,“ I said, was the com- 
posite of a liberal, He not only 
admitted the needs and the prob- 
lems, like “Mr. A,” but he put 
his shoulder under the load, he 
gave active study and active sup- 
port to working out methods in 
co-operation with government, 
for the solving of the problems 
and the filling of the needs. “Mr. 
B“ did not claim that the reme- 
dies were perfect, but he knew 
that he had to start with some- 
thing less than perfect in this 


If we have a Government run 
by the “Mr. A’s” of this life, it is 
obvious that the nation will slip 
behind once more in the march 
of civilization—bump along from 
one 1929 crisis to another. Yours 
is the choice.

Act Designed to Give Better 
Control Over Propaganda 
Becomes Effective. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6-—The 
Government ordered today that 
all agents of foreign governments 
register with the State Depart- 
ment. 

Under a law enacted at the last 
session of Congress and effective 
today, the State Department pre- 
pared regulations governing the in- 
formation which must be submit- 
ted. 

The law exempts only diplomatic 
and consular officers and those per- 
sons “performing only private, non- 
political, financial, mercantile or 
other activities in furtherance of 
the bona fide trade or commerce” 
of foreign nations, 

The act was designed to give this 
country better control over the ac- 
tivities of propaganda agents and 
other representatives, including 
Americans paid by other nations, 
even though indirectly. 

Penalty for failure to register 
within 30 days or for omission or 
falsification of the required infor- 
mation is a fine of $1000 or two 
years’ imprisonment. 

The statute defines an agent of a 
foreign government as “any person 
who acts or engages agrees to 
act as a public-relations counsel, 
publicity agent, or as agent, ser- 
vant, representative, or attorney for 
a foreign principal or for any do- 
mestic organization subsidized di- 
rectly or indirectly in whole or in

S A partial answer to your wish 
in “An Example for Mis- 
souri,” may I call to your attention that 
it is possible even now to travel many 
Na mile over Forest Service truck trails 
through the heart of the Ozarks without 
having the enjoyment of the natural 
beauties of the country marred by dis- 
figuring roadside advertising signs? 
Within the 75,000 acres of Federally- 
owned lands of the Clark National For- 
est, it is possible to find long stretches 
of such unmarred roads. Every possible 
step is being taken by the United States 
Forest Service to ‘preserve the natural 
charm of the Ozarks. | 

The Forest Service truck trails 
ing off from the main Federal and State 
highways are constructed principally to 
render the interior areas accessible. A 
trip over these Federal truck trails will 
quickly open up areas of pleasure. As 
James Montgomery Flagg says, “Beauty 
is the commodity all the world demands.” 
As there is no beauty in the burned for- 
ests, these truck trails are constructed 
for rapid travel on the part of the fire 
fighters employed by the Forest Service. 
In other words, these truck trails are 
primarly utility roads, but under existing 
instructions every effort is made to guard 
against the destruction of beauty in the 
countryside. Accordingly, special consid 
eration is given to the roadside strip, 
ordinarily a strip 200 feet on either side 
of the road into the woods, within which 
area no unsightly structure of any de- 
cription is authorized. 

At the present time, roadside busi- 
nesses are confined to the main-traveled 
State and Federal roads. If subsequently 
demands call for such businesses along 
Forest Service truck trails, the basic 
principle is already in effect to guard 
against unsightly buildings or improve- 
ments of any nature that in any way 
might prevent the full enjoyment of the 
natural unmarred beauty.

The size of the anti-trust staff hitherto, he 
insists, has restricted its activity to a mere moral 
gesture to allay the social consciente. 

He is looking forward to a significant revision 
of the anti-trust statutes as a result of the inquiry 
being conducted by the special committee appointed 
by the President, but meanwhile he is seeking to 
enforce the existing law. In connection with the 
action of the trial Judge in setting aside the con- 
‘viction of several of the defendants in the oll case at 
Madison, Wis., he raises a series of pertinent ques- 
tions. Some of these involve points of court pro- 
cedure which will have to be settled by legal experts, 
but some are matters of common sense. 

Among these latter is the question of whether a 
fine of $1000 to $10,000 can be regarded as an ef- 
fective deterrent to law violations which may bring 
a corporation many millions of dollars in extra 
profits. Equally provocative is the question, “Can 
a corporation be guilty of violations of the anti-trust 
laws without guilt on the part of any officers or 
employes?” He answers by advocating an amend- 
ment of the law to provide that evidence of knowl- 
edge by corporate officials of violations shall be 
prima facie evidence of their authorization of those 
violations. 

Thurman Arnold, as far as can be adduced from 
his comparatively short period in Washington, is pre- 
pared to take what seems to him good from various 
theories without himself becoming addicted to any 
dogma. Apparently, too, he can be vigorous without 
being vindictive. If this is true, he must realize 
that the case at Madison served a purpose valuable 
for the future, and that it was natural for the Judge 
to show leniency in the first major departure from 
a policy of laxity which had prevailed for a: good 
many years. 
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NINE RAHS FOR FIRST-CLASS MAIL 


From the postoffice, by first-class mail, come 
urgent tidings: that September has been officially 
designated First-class Letter Mail month, during 
which the entire postal establishment is charged 
with the duty of calling public attention to this 
service. We are glad to give our wholehearted sup- 
port to the campaign. We will even hazard the un- 
qualified opinion that, despite such modern innova- 
tions as telephone, telegraph, radio and carrier pig- 
eon, first-class mail is here to stay. 

For the benefit of citizens who may not have heard 
of it, here is the Postal Guide’s definition of first- 
ciass mail: “Letters, postal cards, postcards (pri- 
vate mailing cards) and all matter wholly or partly 
in writing.” The rates are quite reasonable: 3 cents 
an ounce or fraction thereof if destined for out of 
town, 2 cents an ounce for local mail and 1 cent for 
cards, Where can the discriminating shopper find a 
better value for the money? For the convenience of 
customers, the Government prints stamps in vari- 
ous denominations, to be used in paying postal 
charges; these are on sale at postoffice branches and 
most drug stores. 

Except for such aristocrats as special delivery, air 
mail and registered letters, first-class mail gets the 
right of way over other classifications, both in the 
postoffice and on the recipient’s desk. It may be 
forwarded or returned to sender without an additional 
fee. The Postoffice Department has certainly got 
something there, which should be looked into by 
anyone who contemplates writing a letter. Let’s all 
join the Postoffice Department in making Septem- 
ber a success by spreading the news about that boon 
to mankind, first-class mail.

Born on Manhattan Island. 


He was born near the foot of 
Manhattan Island in City Hall place 
on Nov, 20, 1867. Al Smith lived a 
few blocks to the east. In later 
years they became close friends. 

The future Cardinal’s 
Mary Gleeson Hayes, died when he 
was four, and his father, Daniei 
Hayes, a truckman, a few years 
later. 

When his mother died he went to 
live with an aunt and uncle, James 
and Ellen Egan, who kept a little 
grocery across the street from his 
birthplace. It was “Aunt Ellen“ 
who decided he had a “vocation” 
and made the sacrifices to educate 
him. ; 

He was sent to a Christian Broth- 
ers school, the De La Salle Insti- 
tute, in Second street. He became 
a chum there of George Mundelein, 
who lived not far from his home. 
They both went to Manhattan Col- 
lege later. In 1924 they journeyed 
together to Rome to receive the red 
hats of the cardinalate from Pope 
Pius XI. Hayes then was Arch- 
bishop of New York; Mundelein 
Archbishop of Chicago. 

Cardinal Hayes was never pastor 
of a parish. He had his theological 
course at St. Joseph’s Seminary, 
Troy, N. T., and after his ordina- 
tion, Sept. 8, 1892, was assigned as 
assistant to Mgr. Farley, then 
pastor of St. Gabriel's in East 
Thirty-seventh street. When Mgr. 
Farley was made auxiliary Bish- 
op in 1897, Father Hayes be- 
came his secretary. In 1893, after 
Bishop Farley had become Arch- 
bishop, Father Hayes became chan- 
cellor of the diocese. In 1907 (he 
was Mgr. Hayes then) the 40- 
year-old cleric was promoted to the 
domestic prelacy. He was conse- 
crated auxiliary Bishop Oct. 28, 
1914. 

When America entered the World 
War in 1917, Bishop Hayes became 
chaplain general, directing Roman 
Catholic chaplains in all services. 
He went to Washington, where he 
became a close and continued 
friend of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He was about to go to France when 
he was prevented by the illness of 
Cardinal Farley. 

Mindful of East Side. 

After Cardinal Farley’s death, 
Bishop Hayes became Archbishop in 
1918. He was to become known as 
the “Cardinal of charities.” His 
first innovation was establishment 
in 1920 of the Catholic Charities 
Fund, which has since collected and 
distributed in the neighborhood of

Child Labor Law Defeated. 


During the Roosevelt administra- 
tion Cardinal Hayes was known as 
one who considered many New 
Deal measures as practical appli- 
cations of the famous papal ency- 
clicais, Leo XIII “Rerum Nova- 
rum” and Pius Xl’s “Quadragesi- 
mo Anno.” : 


But his friendship for the Presi- 
dent did not restrain him from de- 
feating Mr. Roosevelt’s plan to have 
New York State approve the child 
labor amendment in 1937. At the 
President’s request the State Sen- 
ate passed the approving resolution. 
At the Assembly’s public hearing 
Bishop Gibbons of Albany read a 
letter from the Cardinal which 
said: 


“Primarily, authority over the 
lives of children rests with their 
parents—and then, if further pro- 
tection be required, it should be en- 
acted and enforced by agencies in 
close touch 
The surrender of these broad pow- 
ers over the lives of children to a 
remote agency at Washington would 
contravene the principles of our 
form of government and ‘seriously 
endanger the rights of parents. The 
need for permanent change in the 
relations between the states and the 
Federal Government on this matter 
has not been demonstrated.” 


Bishop Gibbons said all seven 
bishops of the state were united in 
this stand, and in a few days the 
assembly overwhelmingly defeated 
the resolution. ) 

In April, 1937, when the burlesque

A 
public statement signed by 13 
clerics including Bishop Francis 
McConnell, Methodist, of Pitts- 
burgh; the Rev. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick and Rabbi Sidney Gold. 
stein, rebuked him as trying to dic 
tate to other faiths and held his 
“race suicide” views were “base- 
less.” In reply, Cardinal Hayes 
_made public a statement repeating 
the attack on birth control and 
charging its backers with ignoring 
morals and misusing science.

E. LE ROY PELLETIER, DIES 


As Reporter He Covered Klondike 
Gold Rush; Later Designed Air- 
Cooled Motor.

DETROIT, Sept. 6.— E. LeRoy 
Pelletier, 72 years old, first ad- 
vertising manager for Henry Ford, 
and pioneer in the automobile in- 
dustry, died of a heart ailment yes- 
terday in Henry Ford Hospital. 

Mr. Pelletier, former newspaper 
man who covered the Klondike gold 
rush in 1897, had been ill for a year. 
He entered the hospital July 17. 

Through his association with 
Ford and his own designing of the 
first four-cylinder air-cooled au- 
tomobile, he was widely known 
in the motor industry. He was 
president of the company which 


built his automobile, the Duquesne. 
Klondike veterans told how he or-. 


ganized the “Jackson money ex- 
change” and reputedly sold through 
the agency a third of the Klon- 
dike region. He entered the auto- 
mobile industry in 1901 on his re- 
turn from the Klondike. 

In 1905 he became Ford’s consult- 
ing engineer, secretary and pub- 
licity manager and was credited 
having been the first man to make 
the public “Ford-conscious.” . 

Surviving are his wife, two sons, 
E. LeRoy Jr., Royal Oak, Mich., and 
Paul, Detroit, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Queenie MacDonald; Winnipeg, 
Manitoba.

CARDINAL LAURENT! DIES; 
PREFECT OF SACRED RITES 


Former Secretary of Missionary Or- 
ganization of Church Succumbs 

| to Heart Attack. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 6—Camillo Cardi- 
nal Laurenti, prefect of the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites, died today 
of e heart attack. He was 76 years 
old. 

Cardinal Laurenti was the second 
Cardinal to die within three days— 
Patrick Cardinal Hayes of New 
York died Sunday—and the fifth 
this year. His death reduced the 
College of Cardinals to 64 mem- 
bers, of whom 35 are Italians and 
29 of other nationalities. 


Cardinal Laurenti was best known 
as student and theologian. He was 
professor and eventually secretary

organization of the Catholics. 

He was created a cardinal by

The ordinance set up five other 
zones, adhering to building lines al- 
ready in existence, making provi- 
sion for public institutions and light 
and heavy business areas. Most of 
the village’s undeveloped property 
falls under the Class A, or residen- 
tial zone, which limits houses to 
two and a half stories, of single 
family type situated on a plot of 
not less than 7500 square feet. 

Four of the five trustees attended 
the meeting, three voting for the 
ordinance. Those approving it, 
were Harry A. Doerr, O. E. Gordon 
and John P. Stocke. E. H. Graham 
voted against it, explaining it in- 
terfered with plans for sub-dividing 
a tract he owns. 

Protests of residents already have 
resulted in rescinding a building 
permit for the apartments and the 
removal of village officials who fa- 
vored it. Property owners have 
filed suit for an injunction to pre- 
vent the construction of the apart- 
ment buildings, alleging they would 
destroy the residential character of 
the community. A campaign also is 
under way to block F H A aid to 
the project.

THE TEMPERATURE regwating function of the skin is a most 
wonderful and delicate mechanism.

In cold weather the capillaries of the skin contract, keeping the warm 
blood deep in the internal organs.

It is often said that the more a per- 
son sweats, the more healthy he is. There is no rule about this. Cer 
tainly a dry skin is unhealthy, but excessive perspiration probably means 
consumption of alcoholic beverages more often than anything else.

So, with that moan in memory, I 
dined the other evening with Or- 
chestra Director Spitalny at a fa- 
mous New York chow emporium 
and over a couple of steaks well- 
soused with garlic, discovered that 
in this darkly handsome, virile and 
voluble gentleman, the fair sex has 
one of its most candent champions. 
“Pity me?” snorted the swarthy 
Spitalny. “How stupid! It's much 
easier to get along with women 
than it is with men. Be honest 
with a woman and she will give 
you a new realization of the mean- 
ing of co-operation, And that’s all 
you have to be—honest. Men who 
insist on talking about women be- 
ing hard to get along with aren't 
very smart.”
